glimpse what we believe is the greatest little burg in burgdom. 


Recalling1 the memorable address of Doctor Conwell, "Acrea 


of Diamonds", is it not possible and probable that we are over- 
looking the diamonds at our very doorstep. Here in Clearfield 
today we have a growig industry with the brightest possible 
fotttre. A subsidiary or finishing plant with wonderful possi- 
bilities is to be built. So far as we know the Nickel-Alloys plant 
has not cost the community a penny but rather has* been a con- 
tributor to the general prosperity we have enjoyed.
